KING FROST HOLDS COURT

when driving on n winter nlght o Aberdeen-
shire than In Cannda. Of course ane has to
adapt one's sell to the climnte's require-
ments, but all the arrangements for protec-
tion aguinst cold are so complete that there

Is more llkellhood of suffering from
too much heat than from cold In
the Canadian houses and rallways
and places of publie rosort, Bo

never let fears of the severity of the cli-
mate coler anyoue from making thelr home
In Canada. Only, let them come clad bn the
woolens which wise people wedr nt home as
woll as In Canada, and ready to adopt some
simple precautions to preserve ears and fin-
gers and toes from frost bites, There Is a
material made In Canada, called blanket
cloth, which is admirably fitted for winter
wear: It is, In fact, an adaptation of the
bianketing worn by the Indians, and has
been greatly In vogue amongst the merry
tobogganers, But we are disposed to think
that it Ix not suflielently appreciated or
worn by the general publie. We think that
the members of the Government Houso staff
never look so well as when they turn out in
thelr dark Dblus blanket sulls piped with
light blue, or, on wvery smurt ooeasions, In
white, with the same blue, and with many-
colored senrves, woven in times gone by, by
the French peasants, wound round thelr
walsts, It |= a pity that the pleture we had
takken of our own family could nol have
been rendered in colors to Hilugtrate the
variety that may be obtained in these oos-
tumes—three of the children In bright blue
and white, our eldest boy in red and white,
hig excellenoy In daric and Hght blue, and
myself in brown and yellow. But it {5 to
the lee carnival time st Quebse last January
that we owe our most picturesque recollpe-
tion of both blanket-clad spow-shaers and
of the pleasures of a Canadian winter gen-
erally.

AN ICE CARNIVAL AT QUEBEC,
It was the first time that one of these
carnivals had been held in the quaint, his-
toric old clly overhanging the St. Lawrence,
and her citizens had determined that the
event should be a suceess, Not only in the
maln streets, but In the bywaya, It could
be seen that the (nhabitants wore vielug one
with another as to who should do the miost
for the occasion. Decorations there wers
In abundance, also all manner of snow for-
tresses and buildings, arches, marvellously
carved fce stalues of the old heroes of Que-
bee, an {ce model of a Hon, und to crown all,
a fairy lee fortréss, bullt of huge blocks of
transparent green lee, with fortifications all
around it, and all glittering and  shimmer-
ing In the sunlight, a constant thing of
beauty to all beholders,
The reality of the relgn of King Winter
was demonstrated on. the duy of our arrival
by a furious blizzard of snow and hail, which
delayed our train for six hours, but which
at the same time gave the finlshing touch to
the enrnival preparations, by frosting over
the whole. In spite of the tempest, all the
snow-shoe clubs had  assembled in  thelr
many-colored blanket eostumes of white, red,
blue and black, brown and green and purple,
to recelve us at the station, and Insisted on
themselves dragging our sielgh up the pre-
cipitous streets to the finely-designed, nowly-
erected Chatenu Frontenac—the hotel put up
by the Canadion PacHie railway, which has
the distinction of adding to the beauties of
the place instead of delracting from them, an
such edifices are wont to do.  At-the head of
the snow-shooers, as president of the carni-
val, was a notable fgure, M. Joly de Lot-
biniere, an ex-premier of the province, a
handsime old gentleman of 70, who proved
to be the vory life of all the proceedings,
chesring, encouraging, hore, there, and
everywhere, foraver amongst hig “boys,' as
he.called his stalwart army of snow-shoers.
He wan ably supported by his Heutenants,
and all the organizers of the carnival must
have been proud of the result of thelr efforts
and of the conduct of the people. Though
often waiting for long hours to see the pro-
cesslons, or the llluminations, or whatever
It might be, never did we ses the slightest
disorder or any behavior which could cast
Lhe least discredit on the character for order-
liness and courtesy of the Inhabitants of
Quebec—no, not even on the great night of
the attack on the lce fortress, followed by a
midnight parade of the streets,

ASSAULT ON AN ICE FORTRESS,
I wish I could give a faint Idea of the
benuty of that stene, The fortress was lit
up from within by a succéssion of colors—
rosy pink, changing to flery orange, and then
again to sca-green, with amethyst gleams
fMlashing mcross it, as If the garrison within
were holding bigh festival. And then pres-
ently eame In sight the long defile of the
attacking host, some 2,000 In number, each
with torch In hand, and at last taking up
thelr peosition right In front of the walls,
A few minules' suspense, and then poured
forth a very shower of fire on the devoled
defenders; every manner of Arework waa
launched forth over the foetress, and myrinds
were the stars of many colors which poured
down oul of the sky. The fortress answered
boldly, and two little redoubts took tholr
part in answering fire for fire, until at last
it appeared as {{ the whole fortress was on-
veloped In lurld flames, it from within by
erimson lghts and deluged with a final vol-
loye of rockels. The moment of surrender
had come. M. d¢ Lotbinlers was ascending
the fortress and planting the fag of the
conquerors on lts turrets, and Lthe flames
faded away, leaving the fortress a cold
mournful gray, The Joyful troop of the jubi-
lant snow-shoers filsd down through the
wtreets, flling the night with thelr shouts of
triumph asd thelr songs. We were taken
around on a model locomotive belonging to
one of the snow-shoe cluba, and which had
Agured In the great procession of the day
before, which I have nol space to describe,
but in which there were over 100 emblematic
cars, also typleal partles—the voyageurs, Lhe
Ilumbermen, the bunters, and other ploneers
In Canada.

ronda not only for the snow-shoers (with
their long, netted snow shoes, which rather
look like lawn tennis rackets made In the
shape of a fAat fish) but for carts and wogona
and traflle of all kinds, and in the center of
the river you ean wateh huge blocks of fes
being hewn out for the butchers and other
pravision merchants, who keep all thetr meat
fish, ete., frozen, .
BEAUTIES OF THE CANADIAN SIPRING.

But if the winter ta enjoyable, 1et e ndd
a word to desoribe the beauties of our first
Canadian spring. King Winter had. ufler
all, anly reigoed three months, from fhe
béginning of Decsmber, when crash! empe
the end of his power. And by the middle
of March the sledges were discarded, and
the govirnor-general could ues a carriage
and four when going to open Parlisment on
the 16th of March, What a sight the rivers
were about that time! With what cracks
and groans (Ud the huge masses of leo break
up and drift down the waters, and Lurl
themselves over -the rocky neltnis! And
then, almost before wo were aware of it,
the woods arcund Government house were
one mies of glorious wild fowers; (he Dana-
Ulan robing (a bird of the thrusk soccies,
42 onr own Httle pert robin friends ars not
known there) were singing in the troes and

tupping on the lawn for theilr worin vie-
tims, and the lovely Vttle blushirds wers
di Hghting us with their sweet notes We

wuore told that there waa no spring 11 Canafa
—+that we should find that summar suceesded
winter with a hop, skip and a jump. But
I can but record our experience. Certalnly,
we could never wish for six weeks of more
perfeel and sustained spring weather than
we experienced at Ottatwa from the end of
March,

A NATIONAL TRAIT IN CANADA.
But I may be asked whether the note of
galety on which 1 have dwelt 18 so pre-
dominant a feature of Canadian life that It
throws all eles into the background. Well,
frankly speaking, I think this general galely
gnd buoyancy I a nutional trait in Canada,
which lmpresses the newcomer very vividly;
but let it be remembered that in a country
like Canada all relaxation and recreation
must perforce take its proper place. There
Is happily no room yet for loafers—it is a
young couniry, where all must work who
would live, and this applies not only to the
men but to the women; and the young ladies
who lesue forth In brave array lor their
mmugement In the afterncon or evening are
usually very conversant with the detplls of
household work in the morning., I the difi-
culty of finding and retaining good sorvanis
hns been felt n real hardship aod difficulity,
yet It has produced a race of mistresses
whose glory It I8 that they can, I the neces-
sty arises, be Independent of servants alto-
gether, And so long as there Is this back-
ground of definlte work in the llves of the
people, 1t Is surely a matter for rejoleing
that there should be that capacity for enjoy-
ing simple plodsures, sod for entering heart-
lly into healthy outdoor amusemeats, which
tand to give proper balance and development
to both mind and body, and fitness to per-
form naright the more mserious duties of life,

1 can not close this paper without refar-
ring to one movement connected with last
winter In Cananda which will possess &
special interest for women, for It was then
that the *'Natlonal Council of Women of
tanada' came into Dbeing, having as s
bnsis the following formula:

“We, women of Canada, sincerely belleving
that the best good of our homes and natlon
will be advaneed by our own greater unity
of thought, sympathy and purpose, and that
an organized movement of women will best
consorve the highest good of the family and
the siate, do hereby band ourselves togoether
to further the applcation of the Golden Hule
to soclety, custom and lew.”

This movement was mainly the outpome
of the women's congress held at Chleago
during the World's falr, which was att:nded
by women represonting many different na-
tions, andl ot which it was decided that steps
should be tuken to torm & council of women,
on the llnes of the constitution mentloned
above.
